—Republican Representative Wal- 
ter E, Brehm of Ohio, a member 
of Congress for more than eight 
years, was summoned to trial to- 
day on charges of illegally ac- 
cepting political contributions. 


He was indicted on charges of 


receiving $1,380 from Mrs. Clara 
Sohday and Mrs. Emma S. Cra- 
ven while they were clerks in his 
congressional office. 


The 
contributions 
allegedly 


were received by Mr. Brehm in 
1947 and 1949. Neither Mre. Soli- 
day, a 75-year-old widow from 
Logan, O., nor Mrs. Craven now 
works for the congressman. 


Mr. Brehm, 58, contends he is 


innocent, 


A practicing dentist 
for 25 


years before coming to Congress, 
Mr. Brehm now is serving his 
fifth successive term as repre- 
sentative of the llth Ohio Dis- 
trict, His home is in Millersport. 


A fedeial grand jury last De- 


cember returned a seven-count 
indictment. 


The Federal Corrupt Practices 


Act under which Mr. Brehm was 
indicted makes it unlawful for a 
member of Congress to accept 
campaign contributions from fed- 
eral employees, even if the do- 
nations are offered freely. 


One of the counts in the in- 


dictment also charges Mr. Brehm 
with accepting a contribution in 
his congressional office, which is 
unlawful, whether it comes from 
a federal employee or » private 
citizen. 


Conviction carries a maximum 


penalty of three yean in prison 
and a $5,000 fine on each count- 
er a total of 21 yean in Jail, plus 
$35,000 in fines.

In figuring depreciation loss on 


his home, the home-owner's first 
consideration should be the value 
placed on the remaining useful 
life of the house, say real estate 
brokers and mortgage lenders 


There is no formula for fixing 


| a markdown from the original 
price of the home, because some 
dwellings are in better condition 
than others, or have exceeded 
their usability longer than orig- 
inally anticipated. 


Both physical and 
econon 


factors must be taken into ac- 
count in estimating depreciation. 
The normal life expectancy of a 


j house may be reduced by struc- 


] tural losses such as neglect of 
proper maintenance, hard or im- 
proper usage, or damage caused 
by severe weather conditions. 


Economic changes 
may 
also 


contribute to lessening property 
values, These include such envi- 
ronmental changes as detrimental 
zoning regulations and deteriora- 
tion in the character of the "neigh- 
borhood. 


For these reasons a more accu- 


rate gauge for depreciation ap- 
praisal would be an estimate of 
the cost required to restore the 
dwelling to maintain its future 
usability. This means discounting 
the original value by physical or 
economic losses which must be j 
overcome to get the property back 
fo full usable condition.
